I mediately go to 24/7, I’m 
not sure about that,” Hall 
said. “But I think we really 


should be looking at can 
we keep the centre open 
for a few more hours in 
the evening.” 

Deputy health minister 
Kevin McNamara said 
some rural ERs may also 
have to be closed to pro¬ 
vide service. He pointed to 
a possible merger between 
two ERs in Digby and An¬ 
napolis. 

“They’re in a situation 
where they don’t have a 
staff to keep both going 
and they’re very close to¬ 
gether,” he said. “How do 
you come up with a system 


to ensure care for the indi¬ 
viduals in those communi¬ 
ties?” 

Opposition parties 
pounced on the com¬ 
ments, saying the govern¬ 
ment had made promises 
it can’t keep. 

“We’d all like to say that 
all emergency rooms stay 
open all the time. That is 
what people want to hear,” 
said Liberal health critic 
Diana Whalen. “I think 
they were being flippant 
almost in doing that be¬ 
cause they hadn’t done 
their research.” 


Former Tory health min¬ 
ister Chris d’Entremont 
said the NDP has been

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said the NDP has not aban¬ 
doned its promises. He said 
the government is still 
working on fixing the ru¬ 
ral ER problem that has 
“haunted health depart¬ 
ments” for years, but it 
won’t happen overnight.

HlNl only 
flu strain 
appearing 
in hospitals

medical Health officials 
haven’t detected a single 
case of seasonal influenza 
in the province this flu 
season, meaning every lab- 
confirmed case of flu has 
also been a lab-confirmed 
case of HlNl. 

“HlNl is the only flu 
strain we are currently 
seeing,” said Nova Scotia’s 
deputy chief medical offi¬ 
cer of health Maureen 
Bailcie. 

Baikie spent over an 
hour yester¬ 
day going 
over the lat¬ 
est numbers 
released by 
the Depart¬ 
ment of 
Health, rep¬ 
resenting 
the week of 
Oct. 25-31. 

During 
those seven days, Baikie 
said, a total of 226 people 
were diagnosed with the 
virus, compared to 126 the 
week before. 

The percentage of emer¬ 
gency room visits for 
influenza-like illness also 
increased dramatically last 
week — up to 15.4 per 
cent from 3.7 per cent the 
week before — and family 
doctors reported they 
were seeing almost double 
the number of patients 
with flu-like symptoms. 

“I don’t see anything 
that surprises me,” Baikie 
said of these latest statis¬ 
tics. 

According to the 
province’s chief medical 
officer, Dr. Robert Strang, 
people aged 10 to 19 are 
catching the virus in the 
greatest numbers, but usu¬ 
ally display mild 
symptoms, and because of 
this aren’t considered high 
risk. 

The total number of con¬ 
firmed cases of HlNl in 
the province since April 
currently sits at 959. 

So far, just 42 people 
have been hospitalized 
and only one person has 
died of HlNl in Nova Sco¬ 
tia.

and is seeking wage parity 
with workers who do simi¬ 
lar jobs in Halifax-area hos¬ 
pitals. 

The union’s bargaining 
team said it wouldn’t im¬ 
pose a strike until Jan. 11 
and will assess whether the 
H1N1 pandemic is under 
control before any walkout 
goes ahead.

A judge has put off the 
case of a Roman Catholic 
bishop facing child- 
pornography charges. 

A lawyer for Raymond La- 
hey has asked for more dis¬ 
closure of evidence on the 
charges of possessing and 
importing child pornogra¬ 
phy. 

The Nova Scotia bishop 
was charged Sept. 25 — 10 
days after he was detained 
and questioned by Canada 
Border Services Agency offi¬ 
cers at an Ottawa airport.

Snow may be on its way

Say it ain’t snow? 

Environment Canada’s 
forecast last evening said 
there was a possibility of 
more than 10 centimetres 
of snow during the 
overnight hours tonight 
into early tomorrow 
morning. 

The forecast called for

snow before midnight. 
High winds were also 
forecast with tempera¬ 
tures hovering around the 
freezing mark.

An NDP bill would beef 
up privacy for injured 
people but could also 
block information from 
the public and media on 
high-profile incidents. 

Legislation introduced 
yesterday would prevent 
the hospital status of a 
sick or injured person to 
be given out to anyone but 
family members. It could 
also profoundly affect how 
news stories are covered. 

Take the recent case of 
Taylor Mitchell, the 
woman who died after be¬ 
ing attacked by coyotes in 
Cape Breton. 

Under the new legisla¬ 


tion, once Mitchell was 
sent to hospital, officials 
would not be able to say 
whether she was in stable 
condition recovering, or in 
critical condition fighting 
for her life. Her death 
would also likely not have 
been revealed. 

The legislation does al¬ 
low for news of a patient 
dying to be told to “any 
person whom it is reason¬ 
able to inform.” 

However health depart¬ 
ment officials confirmed 
this passage was designed 
for groups such as police 
and the medical examiner, 
not the media or public. 

Fatality information 
does eventually become 
publicly available but it 
could be some time before 


the statistics are compiled. 

The exception is if the 
injured party or a family 
member speaking on their 
behalf directly approve of¬ 
ficials to inform the pub¬ 
lic. 

Health minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald said yes¬ 
terday the bill is not an at¬ 
tempt to hide information 
but rather to increase pa¬ 
tient privacy. 

“This legislation pre¬ 
sumes in the interest of 
the patient,” MacDonald 
said. 

“The information will 
not be released unless the 
patient consents, except to 
a family member.” 

She said seven other 
provinces have similar 
laws.

punge records on more

The 164-137 vote in 
favour of Bill C-391 is a big 
victory for the Tories, who 
have been fighting for 
years to end what they call 
a “wasteful, inefficient” 
registry. 

The bill now goes to a 
Commons committee for 
study — and possible 
amendment — setting the 
stage for another heated 
national argument over 


the best way to curb gun 
violence. Regardless of 
what happens next, it ap¬ 
pears the lid has been 
pried off the gun box. 

Conservatives say the 
registry is a billion-dollar 
waste that targets honest 
gun-owners while doing 
nothing to fight crime. 

Proponents, including 
police and victims-rights 
groups, say the registry is a 
useful investigative tool 
and has led to more re¬ 
sponsible gun ownership, 
reducing suicides and 


deadly crimes of passion. 

Leader Michael Ignatieff 
said earlier yesterday that 
his Liberals, who brought 
in the long-run registry in 
response to the December 
1989 massacre of 14 
women at a Montreal col¬ 
lege, still support “the 
principle” of gun control. 

But, he added: “the issue 
is to find a system of gun 
control that works for all 
Canadians — that works in 
rural Canada, that works 
in urban Canada.”

Tale of two protests in Iran 


The contrasts were vivid: 
Pro-government support¬ 
ers chanted “Death to 
America” and stomped on 
U.S. flags yesterday while 
not far away, hundreds of 
opposition protesters de¬ 
nounced Iran’s leaders and 
appealed to America’s 
president to choose sides. 

“Obama, Obama, you are 
either with them, or with 
us,” the anti-government 
protesters chanted in Farsi, 
in a video clip widely circu¬ 
lated on the Internet. 


The new and startling ap¬ 
peal to U.S. President Barack 
Obama came as Iran’s oppo¬ 
sition protesters returned to 
the streets in large numbers 
for the first time in nearly 
two months. 

Authorities were ready 
with the same sweeping 
measures they used to quell 
fierce election-fraud 

protests this summer and 
early fall: Sending paramili- 
taiy units to key locations to 
fire tear gas and beat people 
with batons. 


The day — marking the 
30th anniversaiy of the 
1979 U.S. Embassy takeover 
— has major symbolic im¬ 
portance for Iran’s leaders. 

Thousands of people at¬ 
tended a pro-government 
rally called to mark the an¬ 
niversaiy outside Washing¬ 
ton’s former embassy in 
Tehran. 

In all, several thousand 
protesters joined the 
marches in various spots 
across the city. But those 
numbers were far smaller 


than at the height of the 
outrage after claims that 
Ahmadinejad stole the 
election by fraud this sum¬ 
mer.

Doctors arrested 
for selling babies 

Mexico Three doctors and a 
nurse have been arrested 
for allegedly selling 
newborns after telling 
mothers their babies had 
died at a private hospital in 
Mexico City, authorities 
said yesterday. Police 
uncovered the scheme after 
one of the women learned 
her baby was alive and had 
been sold to another 
woman for about $1,200, 
said Luis Genaro, the capi¬ 
tal’s deputy attorney gener¬ 
al. 

The woman gave birth at 
a hospital in 2008, Genaro 
said. He said she told 
authorities she heard her 
baby ciy but when she 
asked to see the child, doc¬ 
tors told her she had to 
wait until the effects of the 
anesthetics wore off. Later, 
doctors told her the baby 
died and had been cremat¬ 
ed.

Maine rejects 
gay marriage 

u.s. Voters in the state of 
Maine repealed a state law 
that would have allowed 
same-sex couples to wed, 
dealing the gay rights 
movement a heartbreaking 
defeat in the comer of the 
countiy most supportive of 
gay marriage. Gay marriage 
has now lost in eveiy single 
U.S. state — 31 in all — in 
which it has been put to a 
popular vote. Gay-rights ac¬ 
tivists had hoped to buck 
that trend in Maine, known 
for its moderate, independ¬ 
ent-minded electorate. Five 
other states have legalized 
gay marriage — Massachu¬ 
setts in 2004, followed by 
Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Connecticut and Iowa — 
but all did so through legis¬ 
lation or court mlings.

There’s no scientific 
proof that the lights actual¬ 
ly reduce suicides, and 
some experts are skeptical 
it will have any effect. 

But others say blue does 
have a calming effect on 
people. “We associate the 
colour with the sky and the 
sea,” Mizuki Talcahashi, a 
therapist at the Japan Insti¬ 
tute of Color Psychology. 

“It has a calming effect on 
agitated people, or people 
obsessed with one particu¬ 
lar thing, which in this case 
is committing suicide.” 

Suicide rates in Japan 
have risen this year amid 
economic woes, and could 
surpass the record 34,427 
deaths in 2003.

nessy). While meeting the 
friends of a guy she was 
dating and making them 
all laugh, her date took her 
aside. “I thought he was 
going to tell me how great 
I was doing and how he 
was happy that his friends 
liked me,” she says. “He in¬ 
formed me that when it 
comes to the guys, he was 


the funny one and I was 
making him uncomfort¬ 
able.” 

But for all the men out 
there who find funny 
women a turnoff, there are 
some gents who appreciate 
a quick female wit. Such 
men are clearly smart 
enough to hold on tight 
when they snag them¬ 
selves a funny girl.

Step in right direction for Kuwaiti women

Within a week in October, 
Kuwaiti women won two 
small victories that were 
baby steps for womankind, 
but a nightmare come true 
for Muslim fundamental¬ 
ists, who for decades 
blocked political rights for 
women. 

First, Kuwait’s constitu¬ 
tional court ruled married 
women could obtain pass¬ 
ports and travel without 
their husbands’ permis¬ 
sion. The court said the 
previous requirement was 
in violation of guarantees 


of freedom and gender 
equality in the constitu¬ 
tion. Some countries’ con¬ 
stitutions are much more 
progressive regarding 
women’s rights than the 
law their parliaments pass. 

Why? The second victory 
for Kuwaiti women ex¬ 
plains. 

The constitutional court 
dismissed a case raised by 
an Islamist voter who 
claimed that two of four 
women elected to parlia¬ 
ment in May — Rola 
Dashti and Aseel al-Awadhi 
— cannot be members of 
the legislature because 
they don’t wear head- 
scarves. The other two fe¬ 
male parliamentarians 
wear headscarves. 

Headscarves have noth¬ 
ing to do with being a com¬ 
petent parliamentarian but 
everything to do with Mus¬ 


lim fundamentalist fear of 
women’s rights. 

For years, those funda¬ 
mentalists stood in the way 
of women’s political rights, 
making sure Kuwait’s par¬ 
liament remained a boy’s 
only club. When that par¬ 
liament voted in 2005 to 
give women the right to 
vote and run for office, fun¬ 
damentalists added an ob¬ 
scure last-minute article 
saying women voters and 
candidates have to abide by 
the rules of Sharia, or Is¬ 
lamic law. 

No such prerequisite ex¬ 
ists for men. 

When Islamists panic, es¬ 
pecially over women’s 
rights, their knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion is to appeal to Islamic 
law, which is not divine but 
is derived from a human 
interpretation of Islam’s 
holy book, the Qur’an, as 


well as the teachings and 
examples of the Prophet 
Muhammad. Whose Islam¬ 
ic law are they talking 
about? They forget they 
don’t hold the copyright to 
Islam or its interpretations 
and they forgot that for 
many of us Muslims, the 
essence of Islam is equality 
and justice, not a hatred of 
women or laws to curtail 
their rights. 

All four women parlia¬ 
mentarians in Kuwait are 
Muslim. Two wear head¬ 
scarves. Two don’t. That is 
the way it should be — an 
exercise of free will based 
on individual conscience 
and not the misogyny of 
fundamentalists.

From bear to bull,

Canada’s business leaders 
are turning bullish about 
the economy after a year 
of doom and gloom, a 
new survey suggests. 

The Conference Board of 
Canada’s fall business confi¬ 
dence survey finds corpo¬ 
rate leaders believe the re¬ 
cession is finally over and 
that the economy will re¬ 
bound in the next six 
months. 

The mood of confidence 
is particularly strong con¬ 
sidering that recent indica¬ 
tors, particularly gross do-

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mestic product data for July 
and August, were disap¬ 
pointing. 

Yet 63 per cent of busi¬ 
ness leaders surveyed said 
they expect the economy to 


improve over the next half- 
year, as opposed to only sev¬ 
en per cent who thought it 
will deteriorate. 

Significantly, about a year 
ago the responses were al¬ 
most exactly reversed. 

The 16-point surge in the 
fall survey brought the con¬ 
fidence index to 97.8, the 
highest level since 2007.

Gushue pumped for Brier 

Gold medal winner says 'nobody does it better' than Halifax

As Brad Gushue paraded 
through Halifax yesterday 
with the Brier Tankard, he 
didn’t touch it — not once. 

The 29-year-old New¬ 
foundlander, who gained 
celebrity status in 2006 
when he won gold at the 
Turin Olympics, is still seek¬ 
ing his first Canadian men’s 
curling title. With the Brier 
coming to Halifax in March, 
he’s being cautious. 

“I haven’t won it yet so 
it’s not my place to touch 
it,” said Gushue, whose visit 
coincided with the event’s 
launch of mini-pack ticket 
sales. “When I win it, I’ll be 
all over it ... It’s just super¬ 
stition is all it is and I don’t 
want to jinx it.” 

Gushue is one of many 
big-name curlers who could 
hit the ice at the Metro Cen¬ 
tre from March 6 to 14. But 
those same big-name 
curlers have a little thing 
called the Vancouver 
Olympics occupying their 
priority list at the moment. 

The qualifying process for 
the February Games is 
about to heat up, with the 
pre-trials in Prince George, 


B.C., from Nov. 10 to 15, and 
the final trials in Edmonton 
from Dec. 6 to 13. 

Gushue will have to 
knock off the likes of Kevin 
Martin and Glenn Howard 
to defend his Olympic gold. 
Both have ruled the Canadi¬ 
an curling roost for the past 
three years. 

“It’s going to be a chal¬ 
lenge but I like our 
chances,” Gushue said. 


This would be Gushue’s 
seventh Brier. One of his 
first was in 2003, the last 
time it came to the Metro 
Centre. He told Premier 
Darrell Dexter “nobody 
does it better” than Halifax 
before being introduced at 
the House of Assembly. 

“It’s the most memorable 
one I’ve been to,” he said. 
“It was first class. We were 
treated like rock stars.” 


If Gushue is fortunate 
enough to go to the 
Olympics, it would likely 
preclude him from compet¬ 
ing at the Brier. That fact is¬ 
n’t lost on him, or any of 
the other big-name con¬ 
tenders. 

“We’re hoping we’re at 
the Olympics, but if not, 
there’s no place I’d rather 
play a Brier than Halifax,” 
he said.

Leases: The final misudnerstood frontier

N avigating mort¬ 
gage pre-ap¬ 
provals, open 
houses, and 
agreements of 
purchase and sale can be 
challenging. However, the 
largest hurdle that a buyer 
may face may not have 
anything to do with finan¬ 
cial ability or finding a 


house. For many buyers, 
the last obstacle that they 
must overcome is the lease 
for their apartment. 

While the standard resi¬ 
dential lease may be one of 
the most common con¬ 
tracts signed, it appears to 
be one of the most misun¬ 
derstood. Specifically, ten¬ 
ants seem to be unclear on 
the requirements for ter¬ 
minating the contract. Ulti¬ 
mately, the ability to end a 
tenancy will be contingent 
upon the original lease 
terms. 

Tenants must give a 
landlord one week notice 
in the case of a weelc-to- 
weelc lease. A month-to- 
month lease requires one 


month notice of the inten¬ 
tion to terminate. 

The notice requirements 
for a year-to-year lease are 
often misunderstood. 
While the tenant must 
give three month's notice, 
the notice must be present¬ 
ed in relation to anniver¬ 
sary date of the lease. Ten¬ 
ants can’t simply give 
three month’s notice at 
any time during the term. 
Tenants are bound for 12 
months and, if proper no¬ 
tice is not given, the year- 
to-year lease will automati¬ 
cally renew for an addi¬ 
tional year. 

In the case of a fixed 
term lease, tenants may 
not give notice during the 


term. The tenant is bound 
until the end of the speci¬ 
fied period at which time 
the leases will end auto¬ 
matically. Only when the 
fixed term expires will the 
tenant’s obligation to the 
landlord be completed. 

Subletting is an option 
for those who find a house 
before their lease is done. 
While landlords must first 
approve the new tenant, 
they may not arbitrarily 
deny a sublet. However, a 
sublet fee may apply and 
the original tenant may re¬ 
main liable to the land¬ 
lord.

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Energy-smart design 


When decorating our 
homes, we tend to consid¬ 
er things like beauty and 
comfort, the durability of 
pieces we might buy or 
the image they project. 

But how many of us stop 
to consider our energy 
bills? 

Energy-smart design goes 
beyond choosing Energy 
Star-rated appliances or 
switching to compact fluo¬ 
rescent bulbs, although 
both are good ideas. To¬ 
day’s experts see opportu¬ 
nities to conserve energy in 
nearly every aspect of 
home design. 

There are “so many 
things that look gorgeous 
and totally save you mon¬ 
ey,” says interior designer 
Brian Patrick Flynn. 

Flynn and fellow design¬ 
ers Mallory Mathison and 
Janine Carendi share their 
energy-wise secrets below. 

WINDOWS 

Add a layer of heavy 
“blackout” lining to the 
back of draperies (DIY or 
hire a seamstress), Flynn 
says. “It makes the drapes 
hang better, and gives 
them a richer, more full 
look,” he says. The barrier 
helps keep out noise pollu¬ 
tion, as well as light in 
summer and cold in win¬ 
ter, he says. 

As you do with clothing, 
insulate with layers: Mathi¬ 
son suggests layered win¬ 
dow treatments “with a 
wool sheer and then an out¬ 
er panel” of heavier fabric. 

Check all windows for 
drafts, Carendi says, and 
plug holes, or consider re¬

What to do with the omnipresent leaves 


up of leaves that are not yet 
decomposed, and acts as a 
barrier to prevent erosion, 
freezing and windbum in 
the winter, and retain mois¬ 
ture and keep the soil cool 
in the summer. 

But don’t think that thick 
layer of leaves lying on your 
lawn will miraculously do 
the job. One 
big problem 
with leaving 
a layer of 
leaves on the 
grass or 
perennial 
bed, is that 
the layer can 
become im¬ 
penetrable 
once it gets 

wet and matted, killing 
whatever is underneath. 

So if you want mulch, 
shred the leaves — this way 
they won’t matt. Do this by 
raking them into a pile and 
buzzing through them a 
few times with a lawnmow- 
er. Or, you may shred them 
in a garbage can with an 
electric lawn trimmer, or a 
chipper/shredder does the 
job as well. 


It’s best to wait until the 
ground freezes to apply 
mulch, since applying it 
earlier can provide nesting 
materials for rodents intent 
on building a cozy burrow. 
But don’t wait for the deep 
freeze either, since frost and 
extreme cold can damage 
plants. When the time is

and protect 
sensitive 
plants, such 


“It's best to wait 
until the ground 
freezes to apply 
mulch, since apply¬ 
ing it earlier can 
provide nesting ma- , ro f s or 
tenals for rodents, drons. 

Arrange it in 
a doughnut shape around 
trees and shrubs to protect 
roots (avoid piling it against 
bark, as it can be damaged 
by wet mulch). 

If you compost, you may 
use fall leaves, preferably 
shredded, as a component 
of your composting process.

numbers In their 2005 book Frealconomics, 
economist Steven D. Levitt and journalist 
Stephen J. Dubner used dozens of interest¬ 
ing anecdotes to prove a simple point: “Peo¬ 
ple respond to incentives.” 

The authors apparently are no exception. 
After the book sold more than four million 
copies, the pair doubtless realized how lu¬ 
crative a follow-up book would be. 

So they followed the same model for Su- 
perFrealconomics: Global Cooling, Patriotic 
Prostitutes, and Why Suicide Bombers 
Should Buy Life Insurance. It works just as 
well the second time around. 

Their strategy is simple — crunch 

numbers about 
mundane topics 
to reveal inter¬ 
esting, 

unexpected con¬ 
clusions. That’s 
how we get an¬ 
swers to 
questions we 
never thought 
to ask. 

It turns out, 
for example, 
that prostitutes 
tend to make 
more money 
when they have 
pimps. Muslim 
women who observe the one-month fast of 
Ramadan early in their pregnancy are more 
likely to have children with certain 
cognitive disabilities. Some people who are 
rushed to emergency rooms might have 
been better off if they just stayed home. 

The topics are often random and mashed 
together in a series of tangentially related vi¬ 
gnettes. But the writing is deft and seamless 
enough to keep SuperFrealconomics 
entertaining. For the most part, the authors 
come across as folks who would make for 
great conversation at a cocktail party. But 
that changes in a later chapter when they 
discuss the environment. 

They interview a group of scientists who 
propose radical solutions to extreme weath¬ 
er — floating pontoons to drive warm ocean 
water down to inhibit the formation of hur¬ 
ricanes, and a giant “garden hose to the sky” 
to pump sulphur dioxide into the 
stratosphere to replicate the global-cooling 
effect of volcanic eruptions. Here the authors 
seem to abandon the relative impartiality of 
their previous chapters. 

SuperFrealconomics isn’t necessarily su¬ 
per or freaky, but it does make economic 
analysis a little less dismal.

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John Lithgow was going to pass on the 
chance to play serial killer vs. serial killer 
on Dexter, with an Italian vacation, 
cruise and his son’s wedding await¬ 
ing him.

Lithgow guest stars as Arthur 
Mitchell, the so-called Trinity 
Killer whose victims come in 
threes and who both repels and 
attracts Michael C. Hall’s Dexter 
Morgan in the Showtime drama. 
Mitchell fits the profile of those 
that forensics expert Dexter has 
judged deserve to die, but he’s also a sin¬ 
gular role model. 

Tempted to learn how the Trinity Killer 
has evaded capture, Dexter begins to 
make mistakes as he deviates from his 
protective “code,” leading to a plot twist 
in Sunday’s episode, Slack Tide. 

Lithgow, who has a nearly courtly 
manner and is deemed a sweetheart by 
colleagues, enjoys bringing the death-ob¬ 
sessed Mitchell to life. 

“This man is very two-faced, like Dex¬ 
ter. A serial killer by definition is a man 
who presents himself in a very different 
way to the world,” Lithgow said. “So it’s 
an actor’s field day figuring out what you 
reveal and what you don’t.” 

It’s difficult to push such a portrayal 
too far given the behaviour of real-life 
murderers, he said. 

“Every one of these stories that sud¬ 
denly springs up in the news, you read it 
and think, ‘My God, how could this possi¬ 
bly happen? How could a human being 
behave this way?’ — which in a way is re¬ 
ally liberating,” Lithgow said. “You can’t 
outdo the truth.” 

While 3rd Rock from the Sun viewers 
fondly remember Lithgow as the egotisti¬ 
cal, foolish alien leader passing as an 
Earthling, he’s played more than his 
share of bad guys in movies. 

The actor helpfully ticks off some of 
the titles, including Blow Out and Obses¬ 
sion for Brian De Palma, and Cliffhanger, 
in which Lithgow adopted a British ac¬ 
cent and particularly chilling de¬ 
meanour. 

Lithgow’s last TV series was the short¬ 
lived comedy 20 Good Years, about two 
men trying to make the most of the time 
left them, a venture Lithgow called “very 
sweet and disappointing, of course, as 
any failed series is.” 

“I had a fabulous time with (co-star) Jef¬ 
frey Tambor, one of my favourite charac¬ 
ter actors. But it was a show for middle- 
aged old folks in a young world, so it 
made us feel kind of autumnal and 
melancholy,” he said.

Parson shows no signs of slowing down

Secondary ticket market offers fans the best seats for top dollar

You don't want to get on 
The Boss' bad side. 

Ticketmaster had to 
learn that the hard way 
when, last February, it was 
widely reported that the 
ticket seller sent fans seek¬ 
ing regular priced tickets 
to Bruce Springsteen con¬ 
certs to the website Ticlcet- 
sNow.com, where entry to 
the show costs up to hun¬ 
dreds of dollars more than 
face value. 

Ticketmaster, which 
owns TicketsNow, said it 
was an accident, a comput¬ 
er glitch directed fans to its 
secondary ticket site, but 
the damage was done. 
Springsteen was angiy: 
“They did this even when 
other seats remained avail¬ 
able at face value. We con¬ 
demn this practice,” he 
said in a statement. 

Not only did this debacle 
hurt Ticketmaster’s reputa¬ 
tion, but it left a black 
mark on the secondary 
ticket market — a $2 bil¬ 



lion business that has 
been thriving for 
decades. 

Until now, the mar¬ 
ket was driven mostly 
by scalpers and bro¬ 
kers. The Internet, 
though, has helped legit¬ 
imize the industry by 
making it much easier for 
people to offer tickets to 
fans at prices above face 
value. While some people 
decry this practice as be¬ 
ing unfair, others say the 
ticket industry is just 
like any other; people 
want to sell to the high¬ 
est bidder. 

“If 50,000 people 
want to go see Miley 
Cyrus and they’re all 
willing to spend $100 
then why not?” says 
Sucharita Mulpuru 
an analyst with 
Forrester Re¬ 
search. “That’s 
the way the 
world works.” 

Michael 
Hersfield, a 
Toronto- 
based entre¬ 
preneur who 


ran the now 
defunct 
secondary 
ticket 
site 
LiveS- 
tub, 
agrees 
that 


there’s nothing wrong with 
people paying more for in- 
demand tickets. It’s how 
these tickets wind up on 
the market, however, that 
troubles him. 

“The market isn’t trans¬ 
parent, so there’s more op¬ 
portunity for abuse,” he 
says. 

“Why would Ticketmas¬ 
ter sell their best tickets 
for face value? They 
could get $1,000 for a 
$100 ticket. So they 
split the pie with 
everyone who’s part of 
the bottom line, that’s 
the backdrop of this 
whole story.” 

Hershfield says artists 
are also holding back the 
best seats for resale, so 
they can have a bigger pay¬ 
day. And, despite how it 
looks, it’s hard to argue that 
they’re doing something de¬ 
vious. These days artists 
make most of their income 
off concert tickets, so the 
old model of keeping prices 
low may be out of date. 

That’s at least what 
Mulpuru thinks. She says 
the secondary ticket mar-

ket is on its last legs — tick¬ 
ets will soon become more 
expensive from the get go. 

“You’ll start seeing pric¬ 
ing that converges more 
to market value, so there 
will be less of an opportu¬ 
nity to resell those tick¬ 
ets,” she says. 

Hershfield also thinks 
the market is on its way 
out, but he says pricing 
will become more dynam¬ 
ic. Much like in the airline 
industry, ticket price will 
increase as less inventory is 
available. 

For now though, if you 
want to see a show badly 
enough be prepared to 
cough up some serious 
cash. Or follow this simple 
principal: “Buy tickets ear¬ 
ly and they will be cheap¬ 
er,” says Hershfield. “Don’t 
wait until it’s sold out.”
